The plea that Japan must have a

make this clear. The people of Japan 
do not colonue in new territories 


Since Japan has had Korea and

has really happened is that under the 
protection of the more settled gov- 
ernment that Japan has brought to 
those parts of Manchuria where she 
has established herself it Is the Chi-

JAPAN NEEDS RAW MATERIALS 


What Japan wants and needs 
Is 


access to the coil, Iron and other law 
naterlals on the mainland of Asia 
To this she is entitled just as oth»r 
nations are entitled to It. Because 
she Is so much nearer, she will al- 
ways have a greater ad\antage than 
other nations. But this advantage of 
geographical nearness ought to 
bo, 


and must be, enough for Japan. It ii 
not to be tolerated that she should 
set up political control there of a 
sort that would enable her to ex- 
clude other nations or put them at a 
serious disadvantage.

On December 22 New York's "San Juan Hill" section was the scene of a hold-up and gun- 


fight which resulted in the killing of one bandit and the wounding of another. 
The next day the 


news-columns reflected even greater activity on th e part of New York bandits. 
A hold-up man 


was killed and two detectives wounded in an attempted cigar-store robbery; a gang shot and killed 
a Bronx cafe proprietor; and shots were fired in hold-ups on the Bowery and in Brooklyn. 
Alto- 


gether, reports the New York Tribune, the three days preceding Christmas witnessed at least thir- 
teen hold-ups in the metropolis, with accompany ing casualties totaling four killed and six wounded.

Christmas gift giving and It is about 
as welcome as most aftermaths. But 
it is jierenniel and a thing always 
to be expected. A certain amount of 
it is quite necessary and another 
fconslderablo portion of It Is quite 
unnecessary. 
Fortunately 
It occurs 


just after Christmas- when business 
is usually dull and salespeople have 
not much to do, but at that theii 
patience is sometimes tried 
to the 


breaking point. 


Gifts that are not right'n size mer- 


chants are always glad to exchange. 
That applies to gloves, shoes, slip- 
pers and many other things. A ring 
that is too large or too small will 
be altered or exchanged. And it !s 
so with a good many other things, In 
fact merchants are quite willing to 
exchange any article for another of 
tlie same liind and of a different de- 
sign, color of quality. 


THE LIMIT. 


But merchants do not like to take 


back articles that 
were 
given as 


Christmas presents and crediting the 
persons who received them with the 
price. 
In fact most of them have 


drawn the line on that practice. And 
when some persons brlrjtr in an ar- 
ticle that was not bought at that 
particular store and asks that it be 
exchanged or that her account be 
credited with the price it Is regard- 
ed as the limit. That 
Is a 
thing 


which happens every year. 


Decatur merchants say that there 


was less Christmas swapping this 
year than usual. 
This is attributed 


in part to more discriminate buying 
and partly to tho fact that merch- 
ants are frowning upon the indis- 
criminate exchange of coods.
